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DELAYED DISPATCHES. " 

EUROPE. 

London, April 2fi. — A (correspondent 
declares that although semi-official 
journals represent that President Del 
Brjicke retired ou account of his 
health, it is well known in reliable 
quarters that ho resigned because ho 
was unable to givo his support to Bis- 
marck's railway Scheme, fearing its 
financial results. His withdrawal will 
mako tho organization of a now Imper- 
ial ministry unavoidable. Information 
comes that President C. Iloli'man.now 
chief of the ministry of Grand Duchy 
of Hesse, will succeed Del Brucke. 

A dispatch announces that Baron von 
Friezen, president of tho ministry and 
minister of foreign affairs and finance 
of Saxony, has resigned. It is stated 
the cause was his opposition to tho 
railway purchase. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, April 27. — On Tues- 
day morning Andy Tyler, a saloon 
keoper at Washington Corners, com- 
mitted suicide. Tyler lost his wife 
about a year ago, which had caused 
him much despondency, and this, 
together with other circumstances, 
may account for tho deed. On the 
morning mentioned ho went out to the 
barn and attempted first to sever tho 
jugular vein with a brokon bottle. 
Failing in this attempt, bat leiwiug a 
horrible wound, lie next tried to hang 
himself with a rope, but his feet touched 
the floor, and he was again unsuccessful. 
Then ho got an u_, ami deliberately pro- 
ceeded to gash his forehead, striking him- 
self perhaps fifty times, cutting his faco 
in a most ghastly manner. Failing in tho 
third mode, he, in tho most determined 
maunor, took a razor anil tried to sever 
the largo veiu3 in both arms. Again In; 
failed, and finally, with determination and 
will which were most surprising, lie took 
a razor, and with a tromuudous effort out 
his throat, laying it open clear into the 
spinal column, and leaving a pieeo of the 
razor there. It was ono of tuo most 1 
termiued cases of suicido ou record.

London, April 28.— Gov. Hennessy 
telegruphs tho government that there 
havo again been disturbances on Saturday 
last. Ninety persons were taken into 
custody during tho disturbances, and 320 
were arrested afterwards, suspected of 
rioting aud receiving stolen goods.

A Living Telescope. 

[From tho Boston Qlobo.] 

California is a land of remarkable 
productions, but tho most wonderful 
if wo aro to bolievo tho newspapers of 
that State, wh'ch is a doubtful point, 
is a small boy in San Francisco named 
Johnny Palmer. Johnny was sup- 

Eosed to bo blind or very near it, ami 
ad long been kept in a dark room 
while efforts were made to correct tho 
defect in his vision, but an accident 
revealed tho fact that instead of being 
blind he had a marvellous power of 
seeing. By somo careleHsness tho 
shade had been removed from his win- 
dow whilo ho slept, and when lie 
awoko he saw the moon for the first 
time, and to use his own expressive 
language it was us "big as all out- 
doors," and so beautiful that ho pro- 
posed to go there next morning early. 
Tho California College of Sciences 
hearing of tho lad, at once took him 
in hand and made a scientitic exami- 
nation of his eyes. Tho savans of that 
learned institution found that his 
optics were very peculiarly construct- 
ed. They woro very Hat and thin, with 
largo iris, flat lens, immense retina, 
and wonderfully dilated pupil. The 
consequonco was that he could not 
see near objects with any distinctness 
but had a marvellous vision for things 
thousands of miles away. 

Tho Committee of tho College of 
Scionco at onco brought tho telescopic 
eyoa of tho wonderful youth to bear 
upon tho moon and tho planetary sys- 
tem, and obtained revelations Htich as 
Herschel nover dreamed of. As a re- 
sult of their observations of tho moon 
they announce thfit tho shrubbery aud 
vegetation of that orb aro all metallic. 
'Vegetable life ho Where exists; but the 
forms of somo of the shrubs and trees 
are exceedingly beautiful. Tho high- 
eat trees do not exceod twenty-five 
foot, and thny appear-to havo acquired 
their full growth. Tho ground is 
strewn with llowora but thuy are all 
formed of metals-gold, silver.conper 



and tin predominating. But there is 
rt now kind of metal seen every where 
on tree, shrub, and flower, nowhere 
known on earth. It is of a bright 
vennillion color, and is semi-transpar- 
ent. Tho mountains aro all of bare 
and burnt granite, and appear to havo 
been melted with fire. Tho commit- 
tee called tho attention of tho boy to 
tho bright 'sea of glass' lately observ- 
ed near the northern vim of tho moon, 
and inquired of what it is composed. 
He examined it carefully, and gave 
such a minute description of it that it 
was pure mercury or quicksilver.' Tho 
boy is to bo educated by tho trustees 
of the Lick estate and his remarkable 
powers utilized to the utmost. It is 
confidently expected that he. will mako 
enormous additions to the knowledge 
we have of other worlds than ours. 
Wo trust that tho hopes raised by tho 
discovery of Johnny Palmer are to be 
fulfilled; but we feel a terrible dread 
that tho next mail that comes across 
tho continent w ill announce that the 
boy with the telescopic eye is a fraud 
or a myth.

An Act to Aiiihi, Ltvy, and Collect Tumi 
en Property in llrittali Columbia. 

rKKLIMINAHI PROVISIONS. 

The "Land Tax Aot, 1873," is' heroby 
repealed; bnt suoli repeal shall not pro- 
iudioo or afloat auy rights acquired, or 
payments due, or forfeitures or penalties 
incurred prior to tho passing of this Aot, 
in respect of such Act. 

Tho "land," "real property," and "real 
eatato," respectively, inoludo all btiiltl- 
ingn or othor things erooted upon or af- 
fixed to tho land, and rtll machinery or 
other things fixed to any building as to 
form in law part of the reality, and all 
trees or' underwood growing upon the 
land, and all mines, minerals (other than 
gold) quarries, and fossils in aud under 
tho sumo, except mines bolonging to Her 
Majesty. 

Tho terms "personal eatato find "per- 
sonal property" include all goods, chat- 
tola, shares of incorporated companies, 
money, notes, ncoonritB.and debts lit their 
actual value, and all other proporty, ox- 
oopt land and real estate, and real pro- 
pertv as above defined, and except pro 
porty herein expressly exempted. 

The term "property" includes both 
real and personal property as nbovo de- 
fined. 

Unoocupiod lands shall bo denominated 
"lands of non-rosidents," unless tho ow- 
ner thereof has a legal domicile or place 
of business in tho district whorein the 
samo is situate, or gives notice in writing, 
setting fortli his full name, place or rosi- 
donco and post office address, to tho As 
sossor resiclont in or nearest to tho dis- 
trict whore tho same is situate, on or ho 
fore the 30th day of January in each 
year, that ho owns suoh land, describing 
it, and requires Uis name to be entered on 
the assessment roll therefor, which notion 
may be in tho form and to the effect of 
Schedule A to this Act; and the said Gov 
ernrnont Agent shall, on or beforo the 
in each year, make up a 
list of the person requiring thoir names 
to bo entered on the roll, and the lands 
owned by them. 

PBOPEItTY LIABLE TO TAXATION. 

All land and personal property and in- 
come in the Province of Bnti«h Colum- 
bia shall be liable to taxafion, subject to 
tho following exemptions, that is to say: — 

EXEMPTIONS. 

All proporty now or hereafter to be 
vested in or hold in trust for Her Majes 
ty, or now or hereaftor to bo held as Do- 
minion Railway Railway lands, and all 
lands to be oonveyod to tho Dominion 
Government under the 11th Section of 
the Terms of Union, or otherwise, or hold 
by Her Majesty, or Tested in any public 
body or body corporate, nfficor. or person, 
in trnst for Her Majesty or for tho public 
uses of the Province; and also all proper 
ty vested in or held by Her Majesty, or 
any other person or body corporate, in 
trust or for the use of any tribe or body 
of Indians, and either unoccupied or oo 
oupied by some person in an official capa- 
city: 

When any property mentioned in the 
preceding clause number ono is occupied 
by any person otherwise than in an offi- 
cial capaoity. the occupant shall bo asses 
sod in respect t hereof, but tho property 
itself shall not be iiable: 

Everyplace of worship, and land n?ed 
in connection therewith, church yard, or 
burying ground: 

Every public sohoolhouse, courthouse, 
gaol, houso of correction, lock up house, 
and public hospital, with the land attach- 
ed thereto, and the personal property he 
longing to each of them: 

Euery public roadway or public square: 

The property belonging to auy munici- 
pality, whother occupied for tho purpose 
thereof or unoccupied; but not when oo- 
enpied by any person as tenant or lessee, 
or otherwise than as a servuut or officer 
of tho corporation for tho purposes there 
of. 

Every industrial farm and lunatic asy- 
lum, and overy house belonging to a 
company for the reformation of offenders, 
and the real and persoiial proporty he 
longiag to or conuoc-.tod with tho samo: 

Th« Droperty of every publio library, 
mechanics' institute, and other public, 
litorary or scientific institution, and of 
every agricultural or horticultural socie- 
ty, if actually occupied by such society: 

Tho personal property of the Governor- 
General of tho Dominion of Canada, and 
of the Lieutenant-Governor of tne Pro- 
vince: 

Tho property of fire companies: 
Tho house laud premises whilst occu 
piod by any of the officers, non com mis 
■ionod officers, nnd privates of Her Ma- 
jesty's regular Army and Nsvy in actual 
service, and tde full or half pay of any 
ono in any or either of such services; any 
pension, salary, gratuity, or stipend de- 
rived by any person from Her Majesty's 
Imperial Treasury, or elsewhere out of 
this Province, and the personal property 
of any person in suoh naval or military 
services on full pay.or otherwise in actual 
ser' ioe. 

All pensions of hundred dollars a 

year and under. p 'ruble out of tho public 
moneys of tho Dominion of Canada, or of 
the Province: 

The income of every person under fif 
ileon hundred dollars: 

The income of overy person who is 
assessed ia reaped of real or ji'/rsoiiai. 
property ; 

All proporty, real or personal, which is 
situate out of thin Province : 

Ho mnoli of the pernonal property of 
any person as ia equal to the just debts 
owod by him on account of suoti proper- 
ty, oxocpt such debts as are secured by 
mortgago upon his real estate, oi may bo 
unpaid on account of the purchase money 
therefor: 

Tho not personal proporty of any per- 
son, provided the eamo bo under three 
hundred dollars : 

The stipond or salary of any ministor 
of religion, and the parsonage or dwell 
ing-houso occupied by him, with tho 
lands attaohod thereto : 

Household effects of whatever kind, 
books, and wearing apparel : 

Tho annual official salaries of the offi- 
cers and sorvatits of tho sovoral depart- 
ments of tho Exooutivo Government of 
tho Dominion of Canada : 

Moneys bona Qdo invoatod in gold 
mines. 

DESCRIPTION OP TAXES. 

There shall bo aasoasod, loyiod and 
eolloctad from every poraon and paid to 



Hor Majesty, her heirs and successors, 
the sums following, that is to say : — 

One-third of one per cent, on tho as- 
sessed valuo of real estate : 

One-fifth of one por cont. on tho as- 
sussed valuo of personal estate : 

Ono-fifth of one per cent, on the income 
of overy person of 81,500 and over : 

In addition to the tax hereby imposed 
on roul estato, an annual tax of five cents 
per aoro shall bo levied upon all unoccu- 
pied hind within the Province: Provided 
that no such tax shall bo levied or ool 
luc-tud in respect of the following land: 

Land now, or any tiino hereafter, vest- 
ed in or held in trust for Her Majesty, or 
for the publio uses of tho Province. 

Land within tho limits of any incor 
porated city, township or district 

Land held for tho bonoflt of any tribe 
or body of Italians. 

Land held for tho benefit of uny chari- 
ty, publio hospital, school or benevolent 
society. 

Tho words "unoccupied land" in this 
section shall mean land on which there 
shall bo no continuous bona ride person- 
al residonco of the owner, his agent (not 
being an Indian) , or family, respective- 
ly, for the space of two months iin media- 
tely previous to making out tho Roll as 
hereinafter provided. 

DIVI8I0N OP THE PROVINCE INTO DISTRICTS. 

For the purposes of this Act the Pro- 
vince of British Columbia shall be divid 
ed into eight districts, tho boundaries 
whereof shall bo as follows: 

There shall bo a district called the 
"District of Victoria," which shall iu- 
cludo tho City of Victoria. Victoria Dis- 
trict, Lake Distriot, North aud South 
Saanioh Districts, Esquiino.lt District, 
Metohosin District, Highland District, 
aud Sooke District. 

The "District of Nanaimo," shall in- 
clude the remainder of Vancouver Island 
aud the islands adjacent thereto. 

Tho "Distriot of New Westminster" 
shall inoludo the City of New Westmin- 
ster, tho Distriot of Now Westminster, 
and the Coast District, up to tho 51th 
degree of north latitude : 

The " Casaiar District " shall include 
all that traot of land bounded on the 
South by the 51th parallel of North lati 
tude; on the East, by the western boun- 
dary of tbo Electoral District of Cariboo: 
on tho North, by the GOth parallel of 
North latitude, the northern boundary of 
the Province; aud on the West, by Alas- 
ka Territory and the Pacitio Ocean, in 
eluding the Islands to the, northward of 
the 51th parallel of North latitude. 

The " District of Y.ilo" shall include 
the Electoral Districts of Yale and Lil 
looet, as set forth in the Schedule to tho 
"Constitution Act, 1871." 

The "District of Caiitoo" ahall include 
the Electorwl District of Cariboo, up to 
the 51th degree of north latitude, as set 
forth in the Schedule to tho " Constitu 
tion Aot, 1871." 

Tho " District of Kootonay" shall in- 
clude the Electoral District of Kootenay, 
as set forth in the Schedule to tne "Con- 
stitution Act. 1871." 

Tho " District of Omineca" ahall com 
priao all tho remainder of the Province of 
British Columbia north of tho 51th do- 
greo of north latitude. 

Provided that all iclanda nnd parts of 
islands not heroin before-mentioned ad- 
jacent to either of tho above-mentioned 
districts in Vancouver Island, shall be 
included iu the districts which are near- 
est to thoso inlands and parta of islands 
respectively. Provided that the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council ahall have pow- 
er from time to time to alter the bounda 
riea of the district! and create new 
districts. 

Power is given the Lieut. Governor in 
Council to appoint Assessors and Collec 
tors in each district. The laud of incor 
porated companies as well as other pro 
purty is included in tho assessment. 

Sections 15, 16, 17, IS. 10 and 20 relate 
to tho modo of assessment. 

Section 22 says that real and personal 
property shall bo assessed at their actual 
cash value. Personal or real property 
shall ho assessed in tho district in which 
it is altnated and without regard to the 
place ot residence of the owners No 
Etatemont as to the value of property 
neod be accepted by tho Assessor nor ex 
cuso him from making due inquiry to us 
certain its correctness, and any person wil- 
fully making a false return or failing to 
deliver a atatoment of his property hhall 
bo fined. 

Provision is made for holding of Courts 
of Revision and Appeal in the various 
districts, and for tho examination of up 
peJIauts from tho Assessor's return be- 
fore said Court under oath as to the value 
of his property, and the roll shall be 
binding after its passage by the Court. 
Tho Collector ahall call at least once on 
the person taxed (if a resident within 
tho district) to receive the amount of the 
tax. In case any person neglects t<> pay 
his taxes, or any part thereof, for thirty 
days after auoh demand, tho Collector 
may, by himself or agent, levy the same 
with cos s, by distress of the goods and 
chattels fif the person who ought to pay 
tho same, or of any goods ami chattels in 
his possession, wherever tho Bame may 
be found within tho district, or of any 
goods or chattels found on tho premises, 
tho property of or in tho possession of 
any other occupant of the premises; and 
the costs chargeable shall be those paya- 
ble us between landlord and tenant. It 
tho person taxed bo not a resident of the 
district the Collector shall transmit to 
him by post a atateinont and demanding 
the taxes charged against him on the roll. 
Fivo days' notice ia to be given by advor 
tistnent of tho aula at publio auction of 
goods and chattels distrained under this 
Act. 

Tho taxos accrued on any land shall 
be a special lien on such land, having 
preference against any claim, lien, priv- 
i.llsge, or incumbrance of any p u t except 
' me Crown, and ahall not require regis- 
tration to preservo it. 

The Chief Commissioner of Linds and 
Works shall, in the month of January in 
every year, t-ansmit to tho Asaeasor of 
every distriot a list of nil tho land with- 
iu tho distriot preempted, leased, located 
as free grants, aold, or agreed to bo sold 
by tho Crown, or in roapeot of which a 
license of occupation or prospecting 
lioonso shall have issuod during the pro- 
coding year. 

Whenever a chargo has boon rogistornd 
in reBpoot of tho tax duo on any land for 
two yoara, suoh lands .hall bo liable to bo 
sold for suoh tax, and tho Officer in 
chargo of tho Treasury shall submit to 
tho Assessor of each distriot a list in du- 
plicate of all the Innda liablo undor the 
provisions of thin Act to bo sold for taxes, 
with the uruount of arr mrs against each 
lot aot oppoaito to tho name, and after tho 
transmission of such list tho Sheriff alone 
bLuUI collect such arror.rs of taxos, inter- 
est, and coat*.

School Tax Bill. 

An Act to provide for the maintenance 
of Public Schools iu the Provinco 
of British Columbia. 

WHEltEAS it is expedient to provido 
for the maintenance of Pab'io Schools: 
Therefoin, Her MajeRty, by and with 
tbo advice and consent of the legis- 
lative Assembly of the Province" of 
British Columbia, enacts as follows:— 
1. For the purposes of this Act, tho 
Province of British Columbia shall bo 
divided into School Tax Districts, the 
names and boumlai iob of which shall 
bo the same us the Electoral Districts 
mentioned in the " Constitution Act, 
1871, ami Schedule thereunto an- 
nexed, and amendments thereto, ex- 
ist ing or hereafter made. 

2 Every male person abovo eighteen 
years of age^ resident in aDy district 
aforesaid, shall pay unto tho use of 
Her Majesty, Het heirs «nd succes- 
sors, an annual tax of three dollars. 

3. Tho Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council shall trora time to time ap- 
point oue or nioro persons to act, dur- 
ing pleasure, as Colloctor or Collect- 
ors, in each School Tax District created 
under the provisions of this Act, or 
auy portion thereof, and may require 
from such person or persons such se- 
curity us lie may think tit. 

■I. Every merchant, farmer, t .der, 
or employer of labour shall pt»y the 
annual tax of three dollars as tho same 
bocomca duo by porson or parties in 
their or his employment, and may 
deduct tho amount so paid on account 
of such person from the amount of 
salary or wages duo, or to become duo 
to him from such employer, upon 
production aud delivery of the receipt 
thereupon to such person. Every 
such mei chant, farmer, trader, or em- 
ployer of labour shall furnish to the 
Collector when r» ques'od by him so 
to do, a list of all persons in his em- 
ploy liable to pay tho said tax. 

5. On and after tho first day of July 
in each year the Collector shall collect 
the school tax from each person liable 
to pay the same within his district, or 
r option of tbo district for which he 
acts, and the Collector shall as soon 
afterwards as may bo pay over the 
amount to the officer in charge of the 
Treasury, or to such other porson as 
tho Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
may direct. 

0. Tho Lieutenaut-Governor in 
Council may allow the Collector such 
peicentago upon the amount of his 
collections as my seom reasonable 
and just, not however, in any case ex- 
ceeding ten per cont. upon the grosa 
amount collected iu any ono ysar.and 
the Licutcnunt-Governor in Council 
iuny further allow such additional 
sum, by way of expenses, as may bo 
necessury and reasouablo for the pur- 
of carrying out the provisions of this 
Act. 

7. Any tax due undar tho provi- 
sions of this Act, which shall not be 
paid within thirty days of the period 
when it becomes due, may bo recover- 
ed at the suit or instance of tho Col- 
lector, in a summary mauuer, before 
any Stipendiary Magistrate or a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, together with the 
costs of the proceedings, such amount 
to bo covered by distress ou the goods 
and chattels, wherever thoy may be 
found, of the person liablo to pay tho 
said tax. 

8. Provided that this Act shall not 
be construed to apply to, nor shall 
the Tax be collected from a clergyman 
of imv denomination, 

9. This Act may be cited for all 
purposes as tho " School Tax Act, 
187(1."

LTon. Mr. Elliot moved tho following 
Resolution: — 

That this House do roaolvo itself into a 
Committee of tho Whole, to take into 
consideration a Bill intituled "An Act to 
nsseas, levy and collect taxes ou property 
in British Columbia." 

The hon. mover said tho bill had only 
just come from the printer's hands. He 
did not Btippose that tho House desired to 
debate the bill; but its object was to make 
it]) for a deficiency iu tho revenue and to 
make up for a demand ou the income of 
the country and to provide a sinking fund 
nutl interest for a loan which it would be 
nooesHiry for tho Government to raise iu 
order to pay heavy liabilities already in- 
curred aud incurring. It would also 
reach every class and would insure the 
contribution towards the revenue of the 
country by nil. Tho proposal was to levy 
a tax of y t of one per cent, ou tho asHoss 
od value of all real estate in tho Province, 
and 1-5 of one per cent, on all personal 
property as well as 1 5 of ono per cent. on 
tho income of persons not otherwise 
assessed. Tho exemptions were nu- 
merous aud amongst thorn no por- 
son with un incoino of lesa than 
81,500 per annum would bo iucludod. 
(Hoar hear.) Personal property amount- 
ing to §300 would be exempted and from 
t^da tho poorer class would derive bene 
fit. The properties of municipalities, fire 
companies, moohauics institutes aud aim 
ilar institutions, its well as all household 
furniture aud books, would be froo from 
the operations of the Act.|(Hear hear.) 
Tho bill was equitable and had no sec- 
tions! bearing. 

Mr. Walkem wr>nld ask that any dis- 
cussion on the merits of tho bill bo de- 
ferred a few days. 

The House then went into Committee, 
Mr. Davie in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved the adviaal of 
the bill.

The Real and Personal Property 
Tax Bill. — We publish the main features 
of this Bill this morning. Tho exemp- 
tion clauses are liberal. Tho rate of tax 
atiou is one-third of ono per cent, on re*l 
aud oue-fifth of one per cent, on personal 
property. An income tax is imposed on 
all whoso incomes exceed $1500 and who 
do not pay a personal or real estate tax.

To Kill Ground Squirrels. 

Mr. Wm. Russell writes us from 
Cnrtwright.Laue county, on the above 
subject: "The speediest, mos£ effec- 
tive and thorough way I liavo found is 
as follows: take 4 pieces of plank 2h 
feet long, two of them 2£ inches wide, 
J of an inch thick, and two of them 4 
inches wide, nail thotn together like a 
box, leaving tho ends open; take a 
piece of bacon rind, say 2^ by 'd in 
ches, put strychnia on die flesh side 
and mash it in well with an old 
case knife and then nail tho rind in 
tho bos about mid-way, then put on 
the cover, leaving the nails so they 
can be drawn with a claw hammer 
when necessary to add more atrych- 
niue or put in a now piece of rind, 
place those boxes around your fields 
where .the squirrels inhabit and thoy 
will bo sure to find them out. They 
aro very fond of salt and it is a secure 
plan so that stock on domestic ani- 
mals will not got tho poison."— fYlllamete 
Farmer, 

An Interesting Remtniscenoe Apro- 
pos on Kii.BOURN.-- In Bishop Burnett's 
"Memoirs of His Own Time," there is 
a narrative which will be recalled with 
peculiar interest in connection with 
the action of the House on tho Kil- 
bourti case, Monday. The Bishop 
says that, when the 'habeas corpus' bill 
came up to the House of Lords from 
the Commons, the peers divided by 
tellers. The vote was going against 
the bill, when Lord Gray, the tollei 
lor tho affirmative side, seeing Lord 
Dunmore, who was a very fat man, 
approaching, said jocosely to tho 
other taller Lord Norris, "Here's 
Lord Dunmore ; he'll count 
for ten !" Lo'-d Norris, the 
Bishop says, "being subject to 
vapors," did not notice the remark, 
seeing which Lord Gray counted the 
fat peer for ten, and by that moans 
the bill, which Blackstouo calls "tho 
second magna charta" and "tho bul- 
wark of our liberties," wns saved from 
defeat. Speakor Onslow says in one 
of his notes on Burnett's Memoirs 
(though Burnett needs no confirma- 
tion) that bo has personally examined 
tho records of the House of Lords in 
this case, and finds that tho number of 
peers present "exactly talh.ee with tho 
Bishop's account."

If there should bo 
any distinguished stranger in tho city, 
he would be remembered on such an 
occasion, and oao of tho most recent 
guests of this kind was Lord Mande- 
ville. Stewart's wines were the best 
that could bo selected in Europe, 
where his agents were not restricted 
in prices. It was one of tho 
straugo things iu this city that a child- 
less couple should occupy the finest 
of its palaces, and that they should at 
so advanced an ^;e be engaged in 
convivial aud social enjoyments. 
Stewart, like Coleridge, seems to say. 

'•r.ifu Is but tlimiulit, s-> think I will 
That youtU ami 1 art) hoaHcmates etlll." 

Notwithstanding this grand style of 
social dinners, Stewart was not a 
gourmand. His abstemious habits 
followed him through life. He was 
very fuud of that peculiar class of 
people which fell in with his ways of 
thought, aud as the evening of life ad- 
vanced he at up with social pleasures 
just as he illuminated his palace when 
the sun went down. — [Now York pa-
